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Re-opening moved to June after two-year closure

MOTORISTS will continue to 
suffer delays on a busy Wal¬ 
sall road after a two-year im¬ 
provements project has failed 
to meet its deadline. 

The re-opening of Bentley Road 
South in Darlaston, was scheduled 
for this month, but has now been 
pegged back to June. 

The route was closed to allow for works as 
part of the £26 million improvements being 
made in the town. 

The scheme includes the replacement of a 
rail bridge and forms part of the overall revamp 
of the highways network in the area. 

A footpath and cycle path are also incorpo¬ 
rated in the project along with the widening of 
the route. 

Stuart Everton, programme manager for the 
project at Walsall Council, said: “Bentley Road 
South is due to open in June, this is due to the 
volume of work required at this location and 
it has not been possible to complete the works 
any earlier than this. 

“This section will totally transform Bentley 
Road South and provide a safe environment 
for businesses and residents to gain access to 
the wider area. Work on the remainder of the 
scheme is currently to programme with some 
sites expected to be completed later this year.” 

Aqueduct 

A report to the council’s business, employ¬ 
ment and the local economy scrutiny panel last 
autumn had said Bentley Road South should 
be able to reopen in April. Other work already 
being carried out as part of the £26m pro¬ 
gramme is the widening of Bentley Mill Way, 
which will remain closed until later this year. 

There will also be new traffic lights near to 
the James Bridge aqueduct to enable traffic to 
safely pass through. 

The level of the road beneath the 200-year- 
old structure will be lowered to give more room 
for taller vehicles to pass through and to reduce 
the risk of them accidentally hitting and weak¬ 
ening the bridge. 

Elsewhere, traffic signals will be added at 
the new junction between Darlaston Road and 
Bentley Mill Way, while a new roundabout is 
being installed at the junction of Bescot Road 
and Wallows Lane. 

The multi-million pound scheme is being 
funded by Walsall Council, Centro and the De¬ 
partment for Transport. 

It comes as the council is looking to regen¬ 
erate the area and a property adviser has been 
appointed to find a developer partner for the 
Phoenix 10 site.

Manor wards closed 
after latest outbreak 

TWO wards have been closed at Walsall 
Manor as the hospital struggles to control 
an outbreak of norovirus. 

More than 10 people are currently show¬ 
ing symptoms of the bug forcing wards 
14 and 15 to shut to new admissions and 
transfers. There are also bays closed on 
Ward 9, forcing health chiefs to urge any¬ 
one with symptoms not to attend. 

The first cases of people showing signs 
of norovirus were reported almost two 
weeks ago. Bosses say they are struggling 
to halt the problem. 


CUTBACKS 

Street lights set to 
save council £ 600 k 

UP to £600,000 a year will be saved 
under controversial plans to replace 
street lights in Walsall. 

Around £14 million will be invested 
in replacing more than 24,000 lanterns 
with energy efficient LED lighting under 
Walsall Council proposals. 

Smaller-scale trials have been 
carried out in Bloxwich, Brownhills, 
Caldmore and Leamore. These wider 
proposals could help the local author¬ 
ity save up to £600,000 a year in en¬ 
ergy costs and maintenance bills. 


SCHOOLS 

Bosses’ concern at 
teens who can’t read 

TEENAGERS are struggling to read and 
add up, business chiefs have warned fol¬ 
lowing the announcement that a specialist 
school that opened less than four years 
ago is to close. The £9.5 million Black 
Country University Technical College in 
Bloxwich is to shut in August. 

The closure was slammed by Ninder 
Johal from the Black Country Chamber of 
Commerce, who say there must be some¬ 
thing ‘seriously amiss’ if students are not 
applying for places. “Our employers re¬ 
main disappointed that our 16-year-olds 
are unable to read or add up.”

MORE traffic jams are forming in the 
Black Country due to controversial 
cuts to opening times at a tip. Jams are 
forming outside the Fryers Road site in 
Bloxwich. 

It comes just days after reports that 
police have had to deal with spats be¬ 
tween drivers as traffic jams build up at 
two other tips in Wolverhampton that 
have had their hours slashed. 

The problems in Bloxwich have led 
to concerns that people will grow sick 
of the queues and fly-tip their rubbish 
instead. The site is now closed for two 
days a week, rather than one, and Coun¬ 


cillor Pete Smith said people have been 
waiting up to 30 minutes to deposit their 
rubbish. Along with the borough’s other 
site in Merchants Way, Aldridge, Fryers 
Road is now closed an extra day a week 
and has shorter opening hours in a bid 
to save nearly £100,000 for the cash- 
strapped council. 

Councillor Smith, who visited the tip 
earlier this month, said: “As I turned 
from Leamore Lane on to Fryers Road, I 
was immediately in a long traffic jam, all 
queuing for the tip. I was in the queue 
for more than 30 minutes before I ar¬ 
rived at the destination, just a few hun-

dred yards away. It should have taken 
five minutes maximum. 

“I saw many frustrated motorists giv¬ 
ing up and turning around. Who knows 
what they then did with their rubbish?” 

But Mark Holden, head of Street- 
pride at the council, said there had been 
queues previously, mainly believed to 
be due to school holidays and warm 
weather. “The new opening times from 
April 1 at Merchants Way, Aldridge, and 
Fryers Road, Leamore, were well pub¬ 
licised on the Walsall Council website, 
through our social media and leaflets 
distributed at both sites,” he said.

PROPOSING to the love of 
his life was always going to 
be a nervous day for Paul 
Bakewell. 

But consider how the 35-year- 
old felt when he decided to pro¬ 
pose to girlfriend Tara Barber 
on a giant billboard in front of a 
large crowd of friends, family, cu¬ 
rious onlookers and a busy road 
of passing motorists. 

The smitten gas fitter proposed to 
Miss Barber by secretly designing a 
poster asking her to marry him. It 
was then emblazoned across a bill¬ 
board on the side of the A34 in Wal¬ 
sall on Friday. 

And when she arrived, under the 
belief she was on the way to a meet¬ 
ing, her shock and surprise was evi¬ 
dent for all to see. 

After a quick embrace and a few 
tears, Mr Bakewell got down on one 
knee in front of the billboard. With¬ 
out hesitation, she said yes. 

Shocked 

Mr Bakewell from Beechdale, 
Walsall, said: “I have never been so 
nervous in my life. It was completely 
nerve-wracking. I have not slept for 
two days. 

“When she arrived she was so 
shocked and I think more nervous 
than me when she realised what was 
happening. She didn’t have a clue. I 
thought it would be something spe¬ 
cial to make a grand gesture. 

“I’m from just down the road and I 
know Tara drives this way into work 
in Walsall every day.” 

The billboard featured pictures 
of the couple and the words: “Tara 
you’ve changed my life. Will you 
marry me?” 

Miss Barber, a hairdresser from 
Bloxwich, said of the moment: “I 
couldn’t feel my legs. I had no idea 
this was happening. How has he man¬ 
aged to do this? I had no hesitation 
to saying yes. It is incredible. We’ll 
never forget this.” A big crowd of 
family and friends gathered on the 
green opposite the headquarters of 


emergency repairs business Home- 
serve for the surprise. 

After she said yes, there were huge 
cheers from the crowd and toots of 
horns from motorists. The romantic 
Mr Bakewell secretly worked with 
HomeServe to design the poster after 
inquiring about taking out advertis¬ 
ing space on the billboard. 

Together they arranged for the bill¬ 
board to be put in place in the early 
hours of the morning. Mr Bakewell, 
a former pupil at Frank F Harrison 
School in Bloxwich, left the house at 
4am to oversee the installation, tell¬ 


ing his wife-to-be he had been called 
out to a gas leak. He arranged for 
friends and family to gather at the 
site beside Green Lane and they were 
joined by HomeServe staff for the 
memorable moment. Miss Barber, 
a former Sneyd Community School 
pupil, was driven to scene at 10am 
prompt by a work colleague believ¬ 
ing the pair were on their way to a 
meeting. 

Mr Bakewell said: “I knew there 
was a billboard and I started looking 
into how I could pay to take out a 
poster. But when I inquired I found 


HomeServe had bought the space so 
I approached them. They were com¬ 
pletely brilliant and designed the 
poster and worked with me to ar¬ 
range the day.” 

The couple have known each other 
all their lives. Mr Bakewell has a 
daughter Elbe, 11, and Miss Barber 
has a six-year-old son, Carrick. 

The poster was designed by Home- 
serve graphic designer Kate Depper 
who said: “It was really nice to do 
something for a total stranger. It has 
been so exciting and I’m pleased it 
went so well.” 


Poundland 
wants time 
to decide on 
99p Stores 

POUNDLAND has asked the UK’s com¬ 
petition watchdog for three weeks to de¬ 
cide on whether it will go ahead with its 
£55m takeover of 99p Stores or abandon 
the deal. Boss Jim McCarthy said the 
firm would ask for more time, adding: 
“We can walk away from the deal.” 

The Competition and Markets Au¬ 
thority recently revealed it had prob¬ 
lems with the proposed takeover, saying 
it could affect competition in at least 
80 areas where Poundland shops and 
branches of 99p Stores are less than a 
mile apart, as well as another 12 where 
new stores are planned. 

That accounts for more than a third 
of the 250 stores the move would add 
to Poundland’s estate. The CMA gave 
the Willenhall-based £l-for-everything 
chain a week to decide if it wanted to 
offer what it called ‘remedies’. 

This would probably have meant 
Poundland offering to close or sell-off 
scores of stores. 

Instead, Poundland said that, “after 
careful consideration”, it had decided 
not to offer remedies to the CMA. 

As a result the CMA has said the 
merger will be referred for a Phase II 
review, an in-depth inquiry into the 
takeover that decide if the merger will 
result in “a substantial lessening of com¬ 
petition”. 

That review will have to report back 
by early October - holding up the takeo¬ 
ver deal by around five months. 

But Poundland has written to the 
CMA asking for a three week delay to 
the start of the review. 

Health services 
staff bill is £6lm 

HOSPITALS and the ambulance service 
in the West Midlands spent £61 million 
on wages for reserve bank staff in a sin¬ 
gle year, new figures reveal. 

The majority of the money went on 
nurses and clerical staff at sites through 
the Black Country and Staffordshire. 

The biggest outlay was at the Heart 
of England NHS Trust in Birmingham 
with £15m. Critics have said it shows 
hospitals do not have enough permanent 
staff and are being forced to call on bank 
workers, whose wages are often higher. 

It comes as hospitals struggle to cope 
with rocketing numbers of admissions 
and falling budgets. 

West Midlands Ambulance shelled 
out £1.16 million in 2013/14, including 
£740,145 on ‘additional clinical services’ 
and £139,438 on admin and clerical staff.

Markets to 
stay under 
the control 
of council 

CURRENT markets in Walsall are 
poised to remain under council con¬ 
trol - despite moves to relaunch the 
Darlaston pitch under private opera¬ 
tors. 

The authority runs sites in Walsall, 
Bloxwich and Willenhall, making a 
profit of almost £110,000 during the 
2013/14 financial year. 

Council bosses have given their sup¬ 
port towards the reopening of Darlas¬ 
ton Market later in the year by Bescot 
Promotions, which is behind the Bes¬ 
cot Sunday Market. 

A report from council officer Helen 
Kindon to regeneration chief council¬ 
lor Mohammed Nazir, as part of the 
proposal, said there has been previ¬ 
ous interest in the council’s pitches 
by the private sector. But there were 
no plans for the authority to cut their 
ties. 

She said: “We have been approached 
periodically by the private sector to 
either run markets on behalf of the 
council or enter into a partnership 
agreement. Whilst it seems unlikely 
that the council will terminate its 
current markets in the future, a part¬ 
nership approach has been adopted by 
other councils.” 

The 40-year-old Darlaston Market 
was axed in 2011 by the council in a 
bid to help save £60,000. 

The new-look outdoor market is 
due to run on Mondays, Tuesdays and 
Thursdays. 

It is hoped up to 50 stalls will oper¬ 
ate in King Street. 

The two-year licence will have 
an option to extend for a further 12 
months.

MOTORISTS are being warned of de¬ 
lays during a Vaisakhi procession in 
Caldmore which is due to take place 
on Sunday. The route is along West 
Bromwich Street, Corporation Street, 
Wednesbury Road, Bescot Crescent, 
Broadway West and Weston Street. 


A TEENAGER has been locked up for 
his part in an attack that saw two men 
punched in the head, stripped naked 
and forced to engage in sex acts. 

Samuel Young, aged 19, took pic¬ 
tures of the victims on his phone after 
they were terrorised by Martin Harris 
and Mark Wright at a flat in Compton 
Road, Wolverhampton. 

Young, of Laburnum Grove, Bent¬ 
ley, Walsall, was sent to a Young Of¬ 
fenders Institute for four months for 
common assault. At Wolverhampton 
Crown Court, Miss Rebecca Wade, 
prosecuting, said the victims had vis¬ 


ited the flat, where the defendant lived 
at the time in April last year, and were 
told they could stay there by Harris 
and Wright. 

However, the pair then proceeded 
to carry out a ‘serious assault’ on the 
two victims before hitting one in the 
head and ordering both men to take 
all their clothes off. 

At this point, Young arrived and 
said he ‘did not like snitches’ in rela¬ 
tion to a previous crime he had been 
involved in. 

He then took photos on his phone 
as Wright and Harris, who have both 


since been jailed for GBH and assault, 
performed sex acts on their victims. 
Young then sent the photos to Wright. 

During questioning, Young initially 
said he acted in fear that he would be 
subjected to violence by Wright and 
Harris, though he subsequently dis¬ 
tanced himself from the claim. Miss 
Wade said the defendant had previous 
convictions for theft and battery. 

She added: “Clearly the victims 
were vulnerable.” 

Lisa Hancox, mitigating, called 
on Judge John Warner to impose a 
suspended sentence on Young, add- 


in attack 

ing that he had stayed out of trouble 
since 2010 and was working with the 
charity Catch 22, which helps people 
in tough situations to turn their lives 
around. 

She added: “This offence did not 
involve Mr Young as being the ring¬ 
leader or the main defendant.” 

She also highlighted the fact that 
Young had helped to bandage the arm 
of a victim in the bathroom following 
the attack. Judge Warner said: “It 
was a dreadful thing that you did even 
though there were people who did far 
worse things than you.” 


Jail for drug smuggler 
who went on the run 



A DRUG smuggler who had been 
on the run for six years before be¬ 
ing arrested while playing poker in a 
Spanish bar has started an 11-year 
prison term. 

Robert Knight had been one of the West 
Midlands most wanted ever since a gang 
tried to import six kilograms of cocaine 
through Heathrow Airport in 2008. 

The 53-year-old, whose 
last known address was 
in Brownhills, was found 
playing poker at a bar in 
Valencia last September 
and brought back to the 
UK. He then spent five 
months in custody await¬ 
ing trial. 

Knight was found guilty 
. of importing Class A drugs 

Robert Knight following a two-week trial 
at Birmingham Crown Court which ended last 
Thursday. Following the sentencing, Detective 
Chief Inspector Sab Johal, from the West Mid¬ 
lands Police serious and organised crime unit, 
said: “It may sound like a cliche but this case 
reinforces the message that you can run, but 
you can’t hide. 

“If Knight thought that after six years he had 
successfully evaded capture and he had dropped 
off our radar then he was mistaken. 

“We were working with Crimestoppers, the 
National Crime Agency, Spanish counterparts 
and last September this work came to fruition. 

Fugitive 

“The 11-year sentence handed to Knight is 
justified by the severity of the sophisticated 
drug importation and distribution network he 
was once part of.” 

Knight was finally tracked down in a sports 
bar in the port area of Calpe. He was the 62nd 
wanted fugitive to be arrested as part of Opera¬ 
tion Captura, a multi-agency campaign between 
Crimestoppers, the NCA and the Spanish Po¬ 
lice,launched in 2006. 

Along with his connections to Brownhills, 
Knight was also thought to have links to Li¬ 
chfield and Birmingham as well as Belgium, 
Gibraltar, Thailand and South Africa. West 
Midlands Police previously said they believed 
Knight may have been living in the Estepona 
area of Spain, around 20 minutes from Mar- 
bella. 


Crash victim inspires fundraisers

The Wolves 
fan was among 150 people who died 
when the Germanwings passenger jet 
came down near Seyne-les-Alpes in 
France on March 24. 

Mr Matthews, aged 50, from Wol¬ 
verhampton, was killed in the crash 
when the co-pilot Andreas Lubitz flew 
the plane into a mountainside. 

The event on Saturday was organ¬ 
ised by social care worker Amy Gro- 
cutt who was so moved by the tragedy 
that she put on the family fun day in 


Antcliff, with organisers Amy Grocutt, 

a show of support for Mr Matthews’ 
family. She says that £170 was raised 
after up to 40 people called in to the 
venue, in Bilston Lane, Shepwell 
Green, to take part in a raffle, and 
enjoy the entertainment. 

Singers to perform were Stacey K 
and Darrel Antcliff. “I didn’t know 
him, but an I know of someone at Huf 
where Martyn worked. I decided to 
put a little event together to let the 
family know that the community’s 
thoughts are with them at this sad 
time,” said Miss Grocutt, 22, of Sim- 
monds Place, Darlaston.

New parking for college 


DOZENS of new car parking spaces 
will be created in the final stage of a 
£8.5 million revamp of a college, fol¬ 
lowing concerns over clogged roads. 

A major transformation of the 
James Watt Campus of Birmingham 
Metropolitan College in Great Barr 
has been gathering pace in recent 
months. Proposals have been tabled 
for an extra 74 spaces on the cam¬ 
pus - taking the number from 175 


to 249 - alongside other alterations. 
Residents living in Birdbrook Road 
and Aldridge Road had voiced con¬ 
cerns about congested streets due to 
parked cars. 

College bosses said they believed 
they had broad support from resi¬ 
dents for its plans for more parking, 
including one more disabled space. 

A workshop on the site will be de¬ 
molished as part of the proposal sub¬ 


mitted to Birmingham City Council’s 
planning department. Extra lighting 
and security fencing will be installed 
around the site. 

The work would mark the final 
stage of the project to revamp the col¬ 
lege and its grounds started last year. 

Bosses want to offer a range of 
qualifications in the growing ‘green’ 
technology industry to students and 
swell the numbers signing up for 


revamp 

courses. At the moment there are 
more than 2,000 students using the 
campus - but college bosses say this 
could soon rise by 15 per cent. 

The first stage of the campus re¬ 
vamp included a new reception area, 
hall and learning resources centre 
with improved access. Now contrac¬ 
tors are on the main stage of the pro¬ 
ject to create a new teaching building 
- the Sustainable Energy Centre. 


Gang tortured birds 
stolen from breeder

CHASED by a dog, jammed into draw¬ 
ers, squeezed to death - these are 
examples of the unbearable suffering 
that 200 rare birds were subjected to 
in Walsall. 

Chad Worgan, Jake Higgs, Thomas Knox 
and a 16-year-old who cannot be named for 
legal reasons tortured the birds before post¬ 
ing them through letterboxes and dropping 
them though people’s windows. 

The birds were stolen from Lee Williams’s avi¬ 
ary in Brownhills. They were bundled into sacks 
and containers, with only one finch left alive and 
another dead at the property in Bridge Street, 
Clayhanger. 

Mr Williams, a rare bird breeder, has spent his 
whole life collecting the rare jays, finches, budg¬ 
erigars, doves, quails and pigeons. 

At Walsall Magistrates Court, it emerged how 
the gang were captured on security cameras ar¬ 
riving in Goscote in the early hours of January 12 
with the bulging bags and boxes. 

Worgan, of Dolphin House, Goscote, was said 
to have a ‘sick grin’ on his face as he kicked and 
squeezed the birds before heading into a flat. The 
19-year-old admitted an offence of receiving sto¬ 
len goods and an offence of causing unnecessary 
suffering to a protected animal on the basis that 
he kicked a pigeon. 

Suffering 

But Mr Michael Pryor, prosecuting, told the 
court: “The Crown doesn’t accept that basis. We 
say that he knew that he was in possession of sto¬ 
len property. In his interview he says he didn’t 
know there were birds in the bags until they were 
emptied out. On the CCTV he participates in a 
gratuitous kick. 

“You can see on the film that there is a sick 
grin across his face as if he is enjoying what he 
is doing. At one point he seems to grab one of 
the perched birds and visibly squeezes that bird 
before it is put back in a bag.” 

Mr Pryor told the trial hearing that a dog was 
let into the flat and terrorised the birds. The ani¬ 
mal belonged to Knox, aged 19, of Mulberry Road, 
Dudley Fields, Bloxwich. It was subsequently 
seized by a dog warden. 

The trial also heard how 15 live pigeons were 
found crammed into a drawer. 

Knox denied causing unnecessary suffering to a 
protected animal and receiving stolen goods - so 
did the 16-year-old from Erdington in Birming¬ 
ham. 

Higgs, 23, of Margam Crescent, Mossley, Blox¬ 


wich, admitted receiving stolen goods but denied 
causing unnecessary suffering. Magistrates found 
all four guilty of the charges after the trial. All 
will be sentenced at a later date. 

They were arrested after the unfolding inci¬ 
dent was spotted on CCTV. Then, a resident with 
learning difficulties reported that a dead bird had 
been posted through their letterbox - leading the 
police to link it to the earlier burglary. 

None of the defendants gave evidence in the 
witness box. 

Chairman of the bench, Mr Bob Thomas 
granted them conditional bail and the matter 
was adjourned until May 8 when they will be sen¬ 
tenced. He said their actions amounted to ‘joint 
enterprise’. “They arrive with a dog and are seen 
to be carrying a variety of bags and containers,” 
said Mr Thomas. “These are emptied by them and 


both a large number of dead and live birds are 
seen. The birds are seen to be pushed through 
windows, letterboxes, kicked and chased by a 
combination of the defendants and the dog. 

“The CCTV shows all of them entering the 
property together and all playing some part in the 
birds’ suffering. We are satisfied that they were 
all aware of the contents of the bags.” 

Back in 2008, Mr Williams considered giving 
up his passion for breeding rare birds after 270 
animals worth £4,000 were stolen from the same 
aviary at his home. 

At the time, the father-of-two said he was 
scared he would be targeted by thieves again. 

Speaking to the Express & Star at the time, his 
wife Michelle said: “This has devastated him. 

“His bird breeding plays a major part of his 
life.” 


Hundreds 
join fight 
on sell-off 
of centre 

MORE than 1,000 residents have 
signed a petition to prevent a com¬ 
munity and health centre from being 
sold off. 

Householders want the Broadway 
North Centre in Walsall that is cur¬ 
rently home to a mental health pro¬ 
ject and a community association to 
remain. 

They want to see better health and 
community facilities in the Park Hall 
and Chuckery areas of the town. 

A decision over the future of the 
site is expected to be revealed by the 
town hall cabinet during a meeting 
taking place next Wednesday. 

Paddock ward representative Coun¬ 
cillor Rose Martin said: “The commu¬ 
nity association organised a paper 
petition and that along with a post 
card petition that was sent to every 
home in the ward has attracted more 
than 1,000 signatures in support of 
the campaign. 

“The combined petition will be pre¬ 
sented to the cabinet on April 29. 

“We would urge residents to attend 
the meeting to make their voice heard 
on this matter.” 

Campaigners at the association fear 
they will have to move for the second 
time in as many years if the centre is 
sold off. 

Walsall Council is holding a public 
consultation about the centre’s future 
and say no decision has been made. 

While more than 130 attended a 
public meeting to discuss the issue 
and the future of the centre, a former 
care home. 

15,000 health 
issues raised 

MORE than 15,000 concerns were 
raised about environmental health is¬ 
sues in Walsall last year. The requests 
for assistance ranged from rat infes¬ 
tations and unsafe food to diseases, 
dangerous work practices and noise 
nuisance. 

Councillor Khizar Hussain, head of 
communities, said: “Last year the en¬ 
vironmental health service responded 
to 15,000 requests for assistance with 
regard to matters posing a threat to 
the health of the borough’s residents, 
workers and visitors. 

“As a key link between health and 
economy the service supported over 
1,000 businesses with visits to ensure 
they complied with regulations. De¬ 
spite this there were traders and resi¬ 
dents who breached the law and were 
subject to robust enforcement action.”

Empty shop 
tally is over 
25 mark for 
the borough 

MORE than 25 shop units are stand¬ 
ing empty in district centres in parts 
of Walsall, figures have shown. 

In Darlaston there are eight which 
are vacant, the equivalent of eight per 
cent and just under five per cent in 
Willenhall, 11 shops. 

Furthermore, there are nine empty 
units in Aldridge, which represents 
over five per cent. Figures for Blox- 
wich and Brownhills are currently not 
available. It comes after Walsall town 
centre was highlighted as being in the 
top 10 in the country for the number 
of vacant units. 

Council chiefs say the number of 
units are expected to decrease with 
some under redevelopment and some 
up for offer. Officers are also offering 
support on business rates and looking 
to make sure derelict shops are filled. 

Regeneration chief, councillor Mo¬ 
hammed Nazir, said: “We are going to 
make sure we up our game to encour¬ 
age new business and people to keep 
their shops open. It is difficult for the 
smaller business to meet their ends 
because of the financial challenges. 

“I think they are as important as 
the town centre. Some people iden¬ 
tify themselves to a district centre, 
it is important we have very vibrant 
and exciting district centres as well as 
Walsall town centre. I want us to as¬ 
sist and support and give guidance to 
local businesses and encourage people 
from outside to come to Walsall.” 

More than 500 business units are 
trading in Walsall town centre despite 
an independent study saying there 
has been a rise in vacant shops. 

Cannabis-linked 
rubbish dumped 

TWELVE bin liners filled with canna¬ 
bis plant waste were found dumped in 
a Walsall country lane. 

The drugs paraphernalia was dis¬ 
covered in Bodens Lane, Pheasey. 
Councillor Mike Bird, who represents 
the area, hit out at the offenders. 

He said Bodens Lane, together with 
Doe Bank Lane and Pinfold Lane, on 
the rural outskirts of the borough, 
had become targets for flytippers. 

Councillor Bird said: “Anything to 
do with drugs is totally abhorrent be¬ 
cause they kill people but to dump it 
in a public place is even worse.” 

Council bosses said around 30 tons 
of rubbish is fly-tipped in the borough 
every week and more than £120,000 of 
public money is spent on cleaning up 
the mess each year.

A BEAUTY salon owner jailed for 
fraud has been told to spend even 
more time behind bars - for lying to 
the judge during a trial. 

Last year at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court, Tina Patel, from Walsall, was 
jailed for 42 months after admitting five 
counts of fraud by false representation. 

During the trial, Patel 
claimed she had repaid 
£6,000 in rent arrears to 
her landlady in Walsall 
and produced a receipt 
to Judge Nicholas Webb. 
But he became suspi¬ 
cious of the document 
and ordered an investi¬ 
gation. 

Police inquiries have 
since revealed that the 
ported signatory, 
_asted’ when 
shown the forged receipt and that she said she 
had not received a penny of the rent arrears. 

Patel, aged 38, formerly of Waterfront Way, 
admitted a new charge of perjury at Stafford 
Crown Court and was jailed for a further 10 
months. 

During the trial last year, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard Patel, who owned Creative 
Salons in Park Place, tricked wholesalers by 
sending emails purporting to be from bank of¬ 
ficials confirming transfer payments. 

And she repeatedly wrote cheques from 
closed bank accounts to cover monthly pay¬ 
ments on a rented property in Boulevard Walk, 
Birchills, amassing arrears of £7,500 before 
eventually being evicted. 

Recorder Mr Christopher Goodchild told her: 
“What a sad way to spend your life. You are 
stupid enough, in front of a judge well-skilled in 
matters of fraud, you try to trick him.” 

Investigating officer Det Con Launa Row- 
ley,said: “Patel tried downplaying the scam 
throughout. She initially claimed the bounced 
cheques were innocent mistakes. 

“However, I was in court alongside Patel’s 
landlady when her defence team produced the 
receipt. She told me she’d not written it and 
that her signature must have been forged. 

“A handwriting expert concluded that the 
receipt was a fake and Patel begrudgingly ad¬ 
mitted writing it herself. She is a habitual liar 
and has rightly been punished.”

HAVING just returned from a few days 
in Normandy, one thing that struck me 
was the innovative ways they have of 
making the most out of their historic 
buildings and places. 

Probably the most spectacular attrac¬ 
tion was the four-storey, cylindrical pho¬ 
tographic panorama at Rouen, which re¬ 
ally makes you feel like you are standing 
in the middle of 4th-century Rome. 

Now imagine if we had such a thing 
in the Black Country, depicting what the 
area would have looked like 1,000 years 
ago. Thousands would flock to it from all 
over the Midlands. Of course, that would 
require some serious money, but there 
are other, simpler and cheaper options. 

In the grounds of a Norman Castle, 
there were several binocular-like devices 
pointing at the building, allowing people 
to see how it would have looked in the 
Middle Ages. The Black Country has a 
rich and fascinating history and some su¬ 
perb attractions. There is so much more 
we could do with a little imagination. 
□□□□□ 

BACK in 1997, in a rush of patriotic fer¬ 
vour, I bought a Rover 800 car. It was 
a gesture I very quickly lived to regret as 
the thing seemed to spend most of the 
next two years stuck on the ramp in the 
garage. 

Sticking valves, blown head gaskets 
and a big appetite for catalytic con¬ 
verters, patience finally snapped when 
it ground to a standstill in a big puff of 
smoke on my way to work. 

Churning out cars like that, it’s not hard 
to see why Rover production ground to 
an abrupt halt 10 years ago. That said, 
it is hard not to feel sad at the loss of a 
great British institution, particularly as 
we no longer have any genuinely Brit¬ 
ish-owned car manufacturers. 

Some people may remember a chap 
called Jon Moulton, a venture capitalist 
from Stoke, who tried to buy Rover five 
years before its collapse. His plans, to 
reduce the workforce by two thirds and 
turn the group into a smaller producer of 
niche cars sparked howls of protest. Not 
to mention the usual noisy demonstra¬ 
tions from the sort of people who would 
protest against fresh air if they had a ban¬ 
ner handy. 

The protesters won the day, Moulton 
threw in the towel, and along came the 
Phoenix Four with bold promises about 
keeping mass production at Longbridge 
by churning out vast volumes of the same 
old products that nobody liked. Look¬ 
ing back, Rover’s demise was inevitable 
once the Phoenix Four took over. But 10 
years on, Moulton still insists he could 
have saved Longbridge. I have no idea 
whether that is true, but he couldn’t have 
done much worse, could he?

Heartbreak of the 
Holocaust recalled 



A unique perspective of one of 
the worst atrocities in human 
history - a visiting Holocaust 
survivor shared his personal 
tragedy with Walsall pupils 

“WE too won’t be spared and will 
go bravely into the unknown with 
the hope that we shall yet see you 
again when God wills.” 

These are the chilling and heartbreak¬ 
ing words discovered by Holocaust sur¬ 
vivor John Fieldsend in a letter from his 
parents who both died at Auschwitz dur¬ 
ing the Second World War. 

He was just seven-years-old when he was 
forced to say farewell to them and escape from 
Czechoslovakia to England as part of a rescue 
mission to save hundreds of Jewish children in 
the lead-up to the war. 

Born into a Jewish family in Czechoslova¬ 
kia during 1931, Mr Fieldsend and his then 
10-year-old brother Gert left behind their 
mother Trude and father Curt and travelled 
to England by Kindertransport, via train and 
boat, in 1939 to be fostered by two separate 
families. The German-Czech family, had fled 
to Czechoslovakia from Germany in 1937 to 
escape anti-Jewish persecution, only to find 
themselves again under threat. 

Wristwatch 

The 84-year-old, who was born Hans Hein¬ 
rich Feige, told his story to 230 year nine 
students at Aldridge School as part of a visit 
organised by the Holocaust Educational Trust 
on Wednesday - the 70th anniversary of the 
liberation of the Bergen Belsen concentra¬ 
tion camp. The retired Anglican vicar, who 
converted from Judaism as a young man, 
was given a wristwatch by his mother before 
boarding the train and setting off for his final 
destination of Sheffield, where he was fostered 
by Leslie Cumpsty, a colliery manager, and his 
wife, Vera. His brother was fostered by a dif¬ 
ferent family. 

Mr Fieldsend, who now lives in Thame, near 
Oxford, and regularly gives talks to schoolchil¬ 


dren, said: “We were split up but near each 
other in different parts of Sheffield. I still saw 
him quite a lot. It was a bit scary at the time. 
I was only seven.” 

For a short while, he was able to keep in 
contact with his parents through letters with 
a limited word count. He was a teenager when 
a package arrived in 1946. 

Someone had discovered a collection of pho¬ 
tograph albums in his grandparents’ house in 
Czechoslovakia, and asked the International 
Red Cross to find the rightful owner. 

Inside one album, in a letter his mother had 
written: “Dear Boys. When you receive this 
letter the war will be over. We want to say 
farewell to you who were our dearest posses¬ 
sion in the world.” She added that in Decem¬ 
ber 1942 ‘it will be our turn, and the time has 
therefore come for us to turn to you again and 
to ask you to become good men and think of 


the years we were happy together’. 

His father had also written: “We too won’t 
be spared and will go bravely into the un¬ 
known with the hope that we shall yet see you 
again when God wills. Don’t forget us and be 
good. I too thank all the good people who have 
accepted you so nobly.” 

After the war, Mr Fieldsend remained with 
his foster family, moving with them around 
the UK. “As children, we just wanted to get 
on with life,” he said. “We ended up moving 
to Wakefield.” 

Through researching records much later 
on in his life, he discovered his parents died 
at Auschwitz concentration camp in Poland, 
he believes in gas chambers. The grandfa- 
ther-of-seven, who married his wife Elizabeth 
in 1961, said: “I think it’s important that the 
younger generation learns first -hand about 
what happened. 


“I do talks about twice a month in schools 
in the Midlands and the south of England. I’ve 
spoken to around 15,000 children in the past 
eight years. The children at Aldridge School 
were super. They were so quiet when I was 
talking but then so animated with their ques¬ 
tions.” 

Mr Fieldsend published his autobiography, 
A Wondering Jew, last year. 

Beth Larkin, head of key stage four religious 
studies at Aldridge School, who helped to or¬ 
ganise the visit, said: “The kids have been re¬ 
ally engaged and inspired. 

“To be able to hear a first hand testimony 
is invaluable. We want them to learn lessons 
from the Holocaust.” 

More than 600 children were saved by the 
Kindertransport rescue effort, which had been 
organised by British humanitarian Sir Nicho¬ 
las Winton. 

The former stockbroker abandoned a 
planned holiday to answer a call for help from 
a friend in Czechoslovakia engaged in saving 
Jews from the Nazis. He worked in Prague, 
helping to prepare children for evacuation to 
Britain before returning to London to organise 
their resettlement. 

Founded by Lord Janner of Braunstone and 
the late Lord Merlyn Rees in 1988, the Hol¬ 
ocaust Educational Trust was formed as a 
result of renewed interest and need for knowl¬ 
edge about the Holocaust during the passage 
of the War Crimes Act 1991. 

It aims is to raise awareness and under¬ 
standing in schools and amongst the wider 
public of the Holocaust and its relevance 
today. One of the Trust’s first achievements 
was to ensure that the Holocaust was included 
in the National Curriculum for England in 
1991 for key stage three students. 

Since 1999, the Trust has given thousands 
of post-16 students and teachers the opportu¬ 
nity to visit the Nazi concentration and death 
camp Auschwitz-Birkenau as part of a four- 
part educational programme. 

Karen Pollock, chief executive of the Hol¬ 
ocaust Educational Trust, added: “The Holo¬ 
caust Educational Trust educates and engages 
students from across the UK, from all com¬ 
munities about the Holocaust and there can 
be no better way than through the first-hand 
testimony of a survivor.” 
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On track with travel options 


I BELIEVE T Weller’s letter of April 7 pro¬ 
posing the reopening of various urban rail¬ 
way lines is based on a false assumption; 
that the success of a railway re-opening de¬ 
pends simply on population density. 

The line in ‘rural Scotland’ which he or 
she thinks a waste of money in fact serves 
an important part of the Edinburgh travel- 
to-work area and offers significant advan¬ 
tages in time to commuters from Galashiels 
or Melrose working in the capital compared 
with car travel. 

Rail fares may also be cheaper than 
the cost of car use and parking. Locally, 
we could look at two re-openings of lines 
around Walsall - one a huge success, the 
other a dismal failure - to test the idea that 
population density is the key issue. 

The Cannock Chase line has proved 
highly successful - with an attendant prob¬ 
lem of overcrowded trains - and is soon to 
be electrified. Its re-opening has allowed 


commuters and leisure travellers from Ru- 
geley, Bloxwich and Cannock much quicker 
journeys to Birmingham. By contrast, the 
reopening of the Walsall-Wolverhampton 
line, in a much more densely populated 
area, was a short-lived failure. 

The headline 10-minute journey time 
lost its attraction when service interval was 
taken into account. 

The 529 bus runs between Walsall and 
Wolverhampton so frequently that there’s 
no need to look at the timetable. 

Nobody is going to wait 55 minutes for 
the next ten-minute train service, when a 
bus leaving now will get you there in half an 
hour. Furthermore, many parts of Walsall 
and Wolverhampton already have direct bus 
services to the other urban centre. People 
from Bloxwich don’t go to Walsall to catch a 
train to Wolverhampton.

Students learn of hero in 
poignant Great War tour

PUPILS from Darlaston’s sec¬ 
ondary school paid an emo¬ 
tional visit to Great War bat¬ 
tlefields - and learned about 
the fate of a Black Country 
war hero. 

Two Grace Academy pupils, Aaron 
Noad and Nathan Ankritt, toured Bel¬ 
gium and northern France as part of 
their history studies - and have now 
spoken of their poignant visit. 

Among the topics at the Herbert’s 
Park Road school was the life and 
times of Darlaston’s Cpl Thomas Hor¬ 
ton, aged 32, who was killed in action 
on October 26, 1917 during the Second 
Battle of Passchendaele. 

The schoolboys visited his memo¬ 
rial at Tyne Cot Commonwealth War 
Graves Cemetery, in Ypres, Belgium 
and are now trying to track down his 
living relatives to tell them what they 
have found out. 

Honoured 

Nathan said: “It was an extremely 
emotional and thought provoking trip 
and one that I will never forget.” 

“I feel honoured to have been chosen 
to represent my local area.” 

The First World War Centenary 
Battlefield Tours Programme was set 
up to help teachers and children to 
develop a deeper understanding of the 
1914-18 conflict. 

Grace Academy history teacher An¬ 
drew Reilly, who accompanied the pu¬ 
pils, said: “The centenary project has 
provided students and teachers with a 
wonderful and perhaps once in a life¬ 
time opportunity. 

“Many students or staff may never 
return to these places, others may 


make pilgrimages with their families. 

“The act of remembrance is just as 
important for people to make a hun¬ 
dred years on to realise the loss and 
tragedy that war can bring and the 
effect on a nation. This trip re-ignited 
the message of remembrance for me 
and I hope it will inspire the next gen¬ 
eration to continue to honour our war 
dead and to help them ensure that this 
scale of conflict never recurs.” 

The boys were among a group of 
16 schools on the four-day visit to the 
Western Front organised by Univer¬ 


sity College London and the Institute 
of Education. 

They attended The Last Post Cer¬ 
emony in Ypres, visited museums, 
battlefield sites, memorials and the 
Thiepval Memorial in the Somme, 
France. 

Nathan and Aaron will also be 
participating in the Legacy 110 pro¬ 
gramme that encourages students to 
share their experiences via commu¬ 
nity projects such as a study of a local 
soldier, the role played by women, the 
contribution of Commonwealth forces,

Ex-footballer in burglary 
fell down stairs with iv 

A FORMER semi-profession¬ 
al footballer burgled a house 
while high on drugs and al¬ 
cohol, falling down the stairs 
while carrying a stolen TV in 
the process, a court heard. 

Arthur Appleton, whose sport¬ 
ing career was cut short by injury, 
was one of two men who raided a 
nine-bedroom property in Hazel 
Lane, Great Wyrley in February this 
year. 

Appleton, aged 33, of Broad Meadow 
Lane, Great Wyrley, fell downstairs with 
a stolen TV and was arrested after police 
found the broken electrical item at his 
home. He admitted a charge of burglary 
at Stafford Crown Court and was given a 
12-month prison sentence suspended for 
18 months. 

He was also ordered to do 150 hours 
of unpaid work and must undertake an 
alcohol abuse programme. 

Judge Michael Chambers QC told him: 

“You started life with a lot of promise as 
a professional footballer, but whatever 
your difficulties, it was no excuse for 
committing a burglary.” 

Appleton and his accomplice had got 
in to a self-contained bedsit extension to 
the home of Mrs Sarah Degg on Febru¬ 
ary 17. 

Mr Robert Edwards, prosecuting, said 
Mrs Degg was woken by a noise around 
5.30am and heard voices outside. She 
saw two figures near the stairs to the 
bedsit and she shouted at them. Her hus¬ 
band also shouted a warning and the two 
men drove off at speed in a transit van. 

By chance, a policeman saw the van 
parked in a lay-by and thought he recog¬ 
nised the defendant in it. Before he could 
clarify his suspicions, the van drove off. 

Officers went to Appleton’s home later 
the same day. He was found hiding in the 
garden.

A HEART problem reha¬ 
bilitation charity in Wal¬ 
sall, has recently received 
a new exercise bike paid 
for by donations follow¬ 
ing the death of one of its 
members.

He regularly 
attended Heart Care, 
which helps rehabilitate 
patients who suffer from 
heart and lung disease. 

In January his funeral 
was held with donations 
being collected for Heart 
Care. Enough money was 
raised to purchase a new 
exercise bike to help keep 
those in need keep active. 

A spokesman said: “Un¬ 
fortunately Heart Care 
has lost an inspirational 
member but Stanley’s 
contribution to the or¬ 
ganisation will continue 
to help create an active 
impact on others.”

Support pledge as £9.5m 
specialist school to shut

Flypasts to be part of day 


A SPECIALIST school in Wal¬ 
sall is to close this summer 
after less than four years. 

The £9.5 million Black Country 
University Technical College is to 
shut with the blame being put on 
finances, staffing, student num¬ 
bers and a poor inspection. 

The UTC, which specialises in engi¬ 
neering, had been earmarked to move 
to a new home next to Walsall College 
next year under multi-million pound 
plans to accommodate up to 480 pu¬ 
pils. Catering for pupils aged 14-to-19, 
it has been based at the former Sneyd 
Community School site, off Vernon 
Way, Bloxwich, since September 2011. 

It was anticipated hundreds of stu¬ 
dents would relocate to the new site, 
a former car repair shop in Portland 
Street from next April. 

But governors have now announced 
the UTC will close on August 31. They 
insist they will offer support and guid¬ 
ance to students as they seek an alter¬ 
native place to receive an education. 

Principal Paul Averis said: “This 
has been a difficult decision for all con¬ 
cerned. Our primary focus remains the 
wellbeing and success of the students, 
not least those due to sit exams this 
term. We are absolutely committed 
to ensuring all our students can con¬ 
tinue with their chosen learning out¬ 
comes.BCUTC will work closely with 
the Department for Education, Walsall 
College and other local institutions to 
ensure a smooth transition.” 

A statement issued through the gov¬ 
ernors said: “This outcome has been 
reached following a recent disappoint¬ 
ing inspection.”

Fresh appeal to catch 
fast food driver killers 

A FRESH appeal has been launched by 
detectives trying to track down the killers 
of a takeaway driver who was ambushed 
in Walsall two years ago. 

Murder victim Yasar Abbas was deliver¬ 
ing Chinese takeaway food to an address 
in Madison Avenue, Alumwell, when he 
was attacked during the early hours of 
April 13, 2013. Detectives believe the take¬ 
away order was bogus and that Mr Abbas 
was ambushed as he got out of his car. 

Witnesses have described how three 
people approached the silver Vauxhall 
Corsa and attacked the 28-year-old. 

Mr Abbas, who split his time living in 
Blackburn and Birchills, was taken to 
hospital with life-threatening injuries but 
died four days later. During the investi¬ 
gation 10 people were arrested and ques¬ 
tioned but they were all later released. 
Anyone with information should call 101 
or Crimestoppers on 0800 555111. 

Takeaway closure 
as droppings found 

A TAKEAWAY restaurant in Walsall has 
been temporarily closed after mouse drop¬ 
pings were discovered in food preparation 
and storage areas. 

Spicy Lane in Harden Road was ordered 
to shut after a hygiene prohibition order 
was served by Walsall Council. The no¬ 
tice was confirmed at Walsall Magistrates 
Court, meaning it will remain closed until 
officers are satisfied any risk to the public 
has been removed. 

Neil Harris, principal environmental 
health officer, said: “Mice can carry many 
infectious diseases, such as salmonella and 
E.coli and can damage food stocks and 
premises.” He added regular inspections 
are carried out at all businesses across the 
borough who prepare, serve and sell food. 


80mph in a 30? It's a Sunday 

jaunt, says career criminal 


A CAREER criminal who led police on an 80mph chase 
through a 30mph zone boasted ‘that was just a Sunday 
afternoon jaunt for me - I’m a trainee Formula 1 driver’ 
when he was finally arrested. 

Jeremiah Butler has now been jailed for 16 months and banned 
from the roads for two years. The 47-year-old has 20 previous con¬ 
victions for 46 separate offences. Wolverhampton Crown Court 


heard he had a ‘need for speed’. 

The court heard Butler drove on 
the wrong side of the road, forcing 
oncoming traffic to take evasive 
action, as he hurtled towards them 
at 80mph in a 30mph zone in the 
Black Country. 

Butler was desperate to get away 
because he knew he would be re¬ 
turned to prison after breaking the 
terms of his early release from a 
seven-and-a-half year sentence for 
drug smuggling, the court was told. 

Mr Howard Searle, prosecuting, 
said that Butler careered through 
three sets of red traffic lights at 
40mph during the five minute 
pursuit along Walsall residential 
streets at 5.30am on March 18 last 
year. He then forced a policeman 
putting a ‘stinger’ across the Wal¬ 
sall town centre ring road to leap 
out of the way by steering straight 
at him in an attempt to avoid the 
spikes. 

But he missed and the car was

brought to a standstill as intended 
when its tyres were burst. The court 
heard that Butler made the Formula 
1 comment when he was told he was 
being arrested for dangerous driv¬ 
ing. Police had wanted to stop the 
car because its details had been 
circulated to forces throughout the 
Midlands following a domestic inci¬ 
dent in Mansfield. 

Mr Anthony Cartin, defending, 
called for the punishment to be tem¬ 
pered because of the unexplained 
delay in getting the case to court. 
Butler, of no fixed address, pleaded 
guilty to dangerous driving and was 
jailed for 16 months by Recorder 
Jason Macadam. 

“Despite the time of the morning 
when this happened, numerous ve¬ 
hicles driving correctly on their side 
of the road had to take evasive ac¬ 
tion.

Burrowing owls are the first owls to arrive of hundreds 
due to relocate for the World Wild Owl Trust 


WITH its piercing eyes and pristine feathers, this stunning 
owl has been turning heads at an animal centre which is a 
favourite with people from all over the Black Country 

The adorable-looking bird of prey is one of seven burrow¬ 
ing owls to arrive this week at the Animal Zone at South 
Staffordshire College’s Rodbaston Campus. 

It is part of a phased move that will eventually see 100 
owls temporarily housed in aviaries at the site by the World 
Owl Trust before they move the birds to a new centre being 
established in the West Midlands next year. 

Seven burrowing owls are settling into their new home 
near Penkridge - with visitors able to see them for the first 
time next month. 

Work has been carried out to create new aviaries for the 
feathered guests. The owls will all be moved to their new 
permanent home some time next year - possibly Himley 
Hall in Dudley. 

World Owl Trust board member Alan Peace said: “The 
trust is in advanced negotiations for a lease from Dudley 
Council to take over the old walled garden at Himley Hall.” 


Killer who 
chopped up 
body Jailed 
for 19 years 


MURDERER Lorenzo Simon is behind bars - 
as horrific new video emerged of him dispos¬ 
ing of his victim’s body in a suitcase. 

Simon stuffed Michael Spalding’s body parts into 
two suitcases and dumped them in a canal. Mrs Jus¬ 
tice Thirlwall told Simon, 34, that his claim of act¬ 
ing in self defence was ridiculous. 


She added: “You had no 
thought for him at all. Your 
focus, as so often in your 
life, was on what was best 
for you.” 

Simon, who has a criminal 
record dating back to when 
he was 14, used a saw, knife, 
hammer and chisel to chop 
up his friend’s body, which 
was found stuffed in two 
suitcases in a Black Coun¬ 
try canal. He was convicted 
after a four-week trial at 
Birmingham Crown Court 
and jailed for life with a 
minimum tariff of 19 years. 
The killer and his 35-year- 
old girlfriend Michelle Bird, 
who was pregnant at the 
time, offered Mr Spalding 
‘no dignity in death’. 

The 39-year-old victim 
was killed in the house he 
shared with Simon and Bird 
in Oxford Road, Smeth¬ 
wick, on April 26 last year. 
Bird, who was cleared of 
murder and manslaughter 
but pleaded guilty to assist-

ing an offender by helping 
Simon dump the suitcases 
in the Birmingham Canal, 
got two-and-a-half years. 

Footage emerged of 
Simon dragging two large 
suitcases believed to contain 
Mr Spalding’s body parts 
through the streets late at 
night before dumping them 
in a canal. 

Theresa Hunt, repre¬ 
senting Simon, said he was 
‘under stress’ due to the do¬ 
mestic situation he was liv¬ 
ing in. Kalyani Kaul QC, for 
Bird, says she was in fear of 
Simon and she had instinc¬ 
tively ‘stood by her man’.

CHASE WATER Railway has res¬ 
urrected a dilapidated signal box 
after it was donated to them by 
the National Rail network. 

The heritage railway received 
the box from Madeley Junction 
- between Shifnal and Telford 
Central, after the West Coast 
Mainline, which stretches from 
London to Glasgow was re-sig- 
nalled. Although it was donated 
in 2006 in a bad state of repair, it 
has since been refurbished and as 
of March this year has been used 
to operate the train line. 

Mark Sealey, aged 54, the gen¬ 
eral manager of Chasewater Rail¬ 
way has been in charge of the 
project. He said the signal box has 
made the railway much simpler 
and safer than it was before. 

“We started to refurbish it 
about 18 months ago. National 
Rail moved the box in for us but 
we’ve built the foundations and 
brick base around it,” he said. It 
took staff 18 months to complete 
the project and was ready to use 
in time for its first industrial gala 
in March.

Rich industrial heritage 
is laid bare at exhibition 


THE full extent of the Black 
Country’s rich industrial her¬ 
itage is laid bare in a stunning 
new exhibition at the Black 
Country Living Museum. 

From the glow of blast furnaces, 
to a bustling Walsall High Street 
at the turn of the century, the re¬ 
gion’s past is brought to the fore 
at the entrance to the popular 
Dudley attraction. 

The revamped reception features a 
series of giant images depicting Black 
Country life through the ages, culmi¬ 
nating with a five-minute film in a new 
‘cinema pod’. 

Pipes 

There are images of coal-blackened 
men with pipes hanging from their 
mouths, children playing in the streets 
between back-to-backs and of women 
working at mines. The project has 
taken three months to complete and 
replaces the attraction’s previous ‘Hall 
of Fame’ exhibition. 

The stunning pictures offer visitors 
a snapshot of life in the region from

the 18th century onwards. They in¬ 
clude a print by renowned artist and 
poet Edwin Butler Bayliss, whose 
paintings depict the Black Country as 
a smoke-filled engineering heartland. 

Many of the region’s famous busi¬ 
nesses are also represented. They in¬ 
clude a branch of Palethorpes butchers 
in Oldbury, complete with a large ad¬ 
vertisement proudly boasting: ‘Best 
Pork Goods’. The inner workings of 
the Palethorpes sausage factory in 
Tipton are shown in another image. 

Workers at Wednesbury’s famous 
Spear and Jackson factory in the 
1960s are shown in another exhibit, 
while a stunning monochrome image 
shows a line of staff at the Revo metal 
polishing shop in Tipton. 

The sprawling Guy Motors Fallings 
Park Works in Wolverhampton is also 
displayed. 

Another image on display illustrates 
how the region’s industrial exploits 
were lauded far beyond the bounda¬ 


ries of the Black Country. It shows a 
picture from the Illustrated London 
News in 1866 depicting dozens of 
smokestacks billowing over a land¬ 
scape packed with factories. 

But its not all grim and industrial, 
with one picture showing Wolver¬ 
hampton’s beautifully landscaped 
West Park at its finest, as mothers 
stroll alongside the pond with their 
babies in prams. 

Walsall’s busy High Street is de¬ 
picted in a photograph taken in 1908, 
complete with the imposing figure of 
St Matthew’s Church looming in the 
background. 

Traditional 

There’s also a nod to how the BCLM 
has preserved the traditional indus¬ 
trial practices of the area. 

Last November the museum was 
given permission for a new school en¬ 
trance intended to cut queues. The 
building will be near the new Dudley 
Archives. For more information on the 
BCLM and details of events visit helm.

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Market site to 
be transformed 


THE transformation of the old Brown- 
hills market site has received the final go- 
ahead from planners. Homes will be built 
on the land under the regeneration plans 
by Walsall Housing Group. 

More than 150 are also being built in 
nearby Silver Street and council planners 
have now given full permission for the old 
square to be revamped under delegated 
powers. 

Stalls were scrapped in Brownhills in 
2011 after 40 years. It had first shut down 
in June 2009 after then landlords Spook 
Erections failed to agree a new contract. 
Weeks later it was revived by council 
bosses but collapsed again in 2010. An¬ 
other company LSD Promotions ran it 
briefly before pulling the plug in 2011. 


New care home could bring 50 jobs 
in scheme for replacement premises 


A FORMER care home will be flat¬ 
tened and a new facility built in its 
place, under new plans poised to 
create 50 jobs. 

The former Meadow House in Short 
Heath, Willenhall has been derelict for a 
number of years and a target for vandal¬ 
ism and squatters. 

Under the proposals it will be demolished 
and the new facility catering for 72 residents 
would be built alongside six new homes. It 


comes after controversial plans to build a men¬ 
tal health facility at the site, which surfaced 
more than two years ago, were withdrawn fol¬ 
lowing widespread objection from more than 
1,000 residents. 

The new three-storey nursing home in 
Stroud Avenue would be U-shaped and the 
semi-detached homes would be built nearby. 
The plans have been lodged with Walsall Coun¬ 
cil by Birmingham-based MACC Care Limited, 
which already operates four nursing homes. 
A report, lodged with the plans, said that the 
company wants to provide ‘high quality nursing 


facilities’ which exceed the minimum standards 
applied by the Department of Health, social ser¬ 
vices and public safety. 

It said: “A nursing home with 72 bedrooms, 
apart from fulfilling a need, will be a signifi¬ 
cant employer with approximately 50 full and 
part-time employees. In addition the home 
will require servicing by a number of support 
businesses and suppliers. As well as employing 
skilled healthcare professionals and facilities 
staff, the home would be an investor in people 
providing skills training and development for 
the various employees. 


“MACC Care’s proposals would involve not 
only improving on the existing building but also 
in providing exceedingly high quality soft and 
hard landscaping around the building.” 

There will be 23 car parking spaces, a dedi¬ 
cated ambulance parking bay and also a sepa¬ 
rate unloading bay for deliveries. 

A planning application to create a men¬ 
tal health facility by Wolverhampton-based 
St Mary and St Michael’s Medical Company, 
which was submitted in 2012, was withdrawn 
after a protest petition gathered more than 
1,300 names.

A CURSORY glance at the menu 
of The Woodman in Bilbrook and 
one thing is readily apparent. 

The influence of Man Vs Food has ex¬ 
tended far enough that it’s reached a sleepy 
little village on the Wolverhampton to 
Shrewsbury line. 

Man Vs Food is an American cuisine 
show, in the loosest sense of the term. Its 
host Adam Richman tours the USA visiting 
what he’s proud to call ‘pig out spots’ - din¬ 
ers and restaurants serving junk in the way 
that only Americans can do it; large, gooey 
and fried at least once. 

Often the food looks amazing, sometimes 
it’s horrific, but one constant is that every 
week Adam attempts one of his nation’s 
many restaurant food challenges. 

Which brings us to the Woodman Inn 
on a very busy Thursday night. Part of the 
Flaming Grill pub chain, it boasts not one,

but three, food challenges. The most easily 
navigable is the Flaming Challenge Burger, 
which packs in two 12oz beefburgers, two 
breaded chicken breast fillets, spicy chilli 
beef, cheese slices, onion, crispy bacon, 
onion rings - and a double portion of chips. 

The bold among you may favour the 
Trash Can Challenge, a giant rack of BBQ 
ribs, large cheese and bacon burger, chilli 
beef sundae, southern-fried chicken skewer, 
onion rings, corn, double portion of baked 
beans and a triple order of chips. Complete 
any of the challenges and you can get your 
photo on a Wall Of Fame. 

Or, should you be completely insane, you 
can have one of the pub’s rather excellent 
steaks served with ghost chilli sauce. This 
sauce typically registers more than one 
million of the Scoville Scale of chilli heat - 


that’s 900 times hotter than Tabasco. 

But I haven’t come here for any of that. 
I’m here to sample one of the pub’s other 
American-style innovations - the doughnut 
burger. Which is - steel yourselves now - a 
beefburger patty served in a glazed dough¬ 
nut instead of a bread bun. 

Oddity 

It’s sweet and savoury, but not as we 
know it. I must admit that I approached 
this oddity with some trepidation, so I de¬ 
cided to round out my meal with Cajun 
onion rings and chilli beef-topped cheesy 
chips. In the end, though, my chips came 
un-chillied and devoid of cheese. The bar 
manager suggested that I try my chips with 
the ghost chilli dip instead. In fact, he prac¬ 
tically insisted I do. And so I did. 

Elsewhere, my fellow diners decided on a 
super-sized version of fish and chips called 


The Codfather. It featured a battered cod 
fillet that clearly had a blue whale some¬ 
where in its family lineage, a double portion 
of chips and peas; and half a chicken with 
Peri Peri sauce and chips. 

So. What can I tell you about a doughnut 
burger? Well, my particular one was layered 
thus: half a glazed doughnut, tomato, let¬ 
tuce, burger, cheese, bacon, burger, cheese, 
bacon, other half of glazed doughnut. The 
Cajun onion rings, a snip at just £1.49, 
were plentiful, and placed next to a pot of 
the hallowed ghost chilli dip. Well, I wasn’t 
going ignore that invitation. And so I got 
an onion ring, and I dipped. Turns out that 
ghost chilli sauce is really hot. 

As for the doughnut burger, taste-wise 
yes, it works. The sweetness of the dough¬ 
nut wasn’t a squillion miles away from a 
brioche bun, and everyone is serving up 
their meat in those nowadays.

Peter's on the road to a 
journey of self-discovery 


eter Kay is back! For many 
moons, he was regarded as 
Britain’s premier comedian, the 
heir to the northern comedy crown 
once worn by the likes of Morecambe 
and Wise and Les Dawson. 

He started his showbusiness career 
in stand-up after enrolling on a media 
performance course at Salford 
University. Then, in 1996, after 
appearing at various local clubs, 
he was encouraged to enter the 
North-west Comedian of the Year 
contest, which he won. A year 
later, he also triumphed at Edinburgh’s 
So You Think You’re Funny 
competition. 

Despite missing out on the Perrier 
Award in 1998, Kay’s star was rising 
and by 2000, he was appearing 
regularly on TV. 

The mockumentary The Services 
went down a storm and led to That 
Peter Kay Thing, which was followed 
by the mighty Phoenix Nights. For 
many, that remains the peak of his 
career to date, and was recently 
revived via a charity stage version 
which featured much of the original 
cast. 


Like many comics, Kay is a keen 
people-watcher, and uses quirky 
moments he’s observed in his work; 
it’s something he started back when 
he was working in dead-end jobs 
before fame called. 

“When I was working, I would 
write down lots of things that were 
funny - things managers would say 
and phrases they’d use that stood 
out, and stories about what 
happened,” he reveals. 

Perhaps that’s where the germ of 
the idea that grew into his latest 
project, Car Share, came from. It’s 
similar in tone to the aforementioned 
That Peter Kay Thing, with a 
soupcon of Phoenix Nights thrown 
in for good measure - basically, it’s 
a sitcom based around characters 
thrown together by their jobs. 

BBC iPlayer users had the 
opportunity of watching Car Share 
early when it appeared on the 
catch-up service last week. But 
there’s something more special 
about seeing it on TV - anything 
new featuring Kay feels like an event 
worth sitting down with friends or 
family to view. 


Kay himself stars as John, a 
supermarket worker who begins 
commuting with colleague Kayleigh 
(Sian Gibson) thanks to a company 
car-share initiative. 

‘To be finally working with the 
BBC on a new comedy is a 
great opportunity,” says Kay, 
whose previous work has been 
broadcast by Channel 4. ‘And 
the idea of two people car 
sharing to work each day really 
appealed to me, as it highlights the 
comedy in the minutiae of the daily 
trek and allows the spiralling 
conversations of life to unwind in all 
of their glory.” 

Each of John and Kayleigh’s six 
journeys reveal something different 
about their private lives - but will 
they get along? 

A sat-nav disaster means the first 
trip doesn’t get off to a good start, 
and to make matters worse, 
Kayleigh makes her mark as soon 
as she gets into John’s car - what 
could have been a beautiful 
friendship may have been ruined 
before it’s had a chance to get off 
the ground.

Audi upping 
the styling 
game with 
TT roadster 

By Graham Breeze 


Friends ribbed me that the Audi TT Roadster 
I was driving was a hairdresser’s car but the 
third generation model that’s just arrived on 
our roads is certainly not just for the girls. 

The new TT is evolutionary, rather than revolution¬ 
ary - after all why fix something that isn’t broken. But 
Audi has upped the game in styling and technology 
and is taking the fight to rivals in the sector. 

The TT Roadster looks broadly the same but there’s a 
sharper focus on sports positioning and better dynamics 
thanks to its lightweight aluminium and steel construction. 
The TT of today is a more sharply designed package, with 
a slightly longer wheelbase with definite hints of the more 
expensive R8. 

Sitting on 19in wheels the S-Line gets deeper side sills, 
different bumpers and a black grille. 

There are just two trims, Sport and S-Line, and a choice of 
highly efficient engines. 

The petrol TT uses a 230bhp, 2.0-litre TFSI unit with ei¬ 
ther a six-speed manual gearbox or Audi’s seven-speed, 
dual-clutch S tronic transmission, and there’s the choice of 
front- or Quattro four-wheel drive. 

You can also get a TDI Ultra version with an 184bhp 2.0-li- 
tre diesel engine which gives 67.3mpg and emit just 110g/ 
km of C02 with manual and front-wheel drive. 

I prefer the 2.0litre TFSi S tronic which was on test. It 
came with an on-the-road tag of £33,020 but on-board ex¬ 
tras pushed that up to £40,255. 

Extras include leather trim, auto dimming and rear-view 
mirror sensor package, heated seats and a parking system. 

Performance 

There was a top speed of 155mph and 0-62mph in only 
6.1 seconds, yet the manufacturers claim 38.6mpg on the 
combined cycle and 11 per cent lower C02 figures of 142g/ 
km. 

That really is competitive. 

And while there’s the performance you would expect 
there’s lots more inside the cabin to make the TT stand out 
from the opposition, particularly if you want to upgrade to 
get Audi’s stunning virtual cockpit system. 

Centre of attention is the 12in LCD driver display which 
has replaced conventional dials and sits beautifully in front 
of the driver where all information is readily available. 

This development is a real sales winner for Audi and just 
has to be seen to be believed. It can be switched between 
Classic View or Infotainment View which brings up the big¬ 
gest navigation map you will ever see. 

Telephone, media, trip and car settings functions all ap¬ 
pear on the screen and can be controlled using both the 
touch sensitive MMI controller or the multi-function wheel - a 
sheer joy. 

The test car was fitted with the optional Technology Pack¬ 
age which added Google Maps traffic information, music 
streaming and internet access. 

On the road stability control intervention contributes to 
great roadholding and if you chose to upgrade to the AWD 
Quattro there’s even more agility. 

Audi’s Drive Select system is standard across the range, 
allowing you to chose Normal, Sport or Dynamic driving 
modes. 

Audi may say that the TT is a 2+2 but it’s really a two-seat¬ 
er. The benefits come when you lower the rear seats to in¬ 
crease boot space. 

There’s also a shortage of storage space in the cabin so 
you’ll need to travel lightly. 

Visibility is normally a problem in this sector but the TT 
scores well in this area. 

All models in the new range are considerably dearer, but 
Audi has a reputation for holding residual values, so price 
shouldn’t be an issue. 
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Small revisions 
making a big 
difference on 
the Mazda SUV

The CX-5 led Mazda’s charge back to winning 
ways in 2012 with the striking ‘Kodo’ styling 
that was then rolled out on everything else, 
from the 2 supermini to the 6 flagship saloon. 
This is the first time a Kodo car has been up¬ 
dated, so, as you can imagine, Mazda has 
kept the visual changes to a minimum. 

On the inside, the MZD infotainment system has 
been revised and you’ll find some of the main but¬ 
tons in a more intuitive place between the front seats. 
Small things can make a big difference. 

You’d have to argue that the CX-5 has been the prettiest 
member of the compact SUV class since it was launched. 
Nothing has changed too much on that front, with a tweak 
here and a lift there. 

Soft lines and muscular shapes combine to hide the car’s 
size exceptionally well. The Mazda is bigger than a Nissan 
Qashqai, but it doesn’t look it. 

Leaders 

Something has always held this car’s sales back versus 
the sector sales leaders, though - even if a few hours with 
the car leaves me clueless as to why. 

It holds its own against any rival you care to name, so per¬ 
haps something in the CX-5’s image is struggling to shout 
loud enough to be heard over the crowd. 

You be the judge. 

An average-height man in the driving seat of the manu¬ 
al version leaves plenty of legroom behind himself. People 
tend to sit a bit further away in the automatic version, though, 
to stretch their legs a bit more, while those who sit closer to 
the wheel leave limo-like space for rear passengers. 

The boot is pretty huge, with a recessed bin at the side 
that can keep bottles or cartons from rolling or sliding 
around the rest of the load bay. 

A capacious covered bin between the front seats also has 
a removable coin tray. Handy. 

While the 2.2-litre diesel is a miracle of modern technol¬ 
ogy for how low its emissions are, it could do with more 
soundproofing. 

It grumbles and growls away not unpleasantly, but cer¬ 
tainly more loudly than it could. 

It really does drive sweetly, though, with a marvellous 
gearbox inspired by the MX-5 sports car’s, and body control 
that sits between the sporty and the comfortable. It grips 
like a limpet, feels instantly driver-friendly and the only fac¬ 
tor that takes some getting used to is on the manual petrol 
models, which have springy clutches and such instant throt¬ 
tle response that it can be hard to be really smooth when 
setting off. 


Intuitive 

Worth noting is the redesigned MZD system control lay¬ 
out, which works a treat. The system itself is possibly the 
most intuitive and capable system you’ll find anywhere in 
‘cardom’, quickly leading you to the options and sub-menus 
that you want. 

At the top end of the range the CX-5 gets expensive. It’s 
more spacious than some of its big-selling rivals, though, so 
the price tag isn’t without justification. 

The rubberised finish of some interior surfaces is a bit 
utilitarian for a car of this price, but the high-riding Mazda’s 
attributes lie elsewhere. It feels like solid value for money in 
the middle of the range. 

The fluency with which it drives, relative to its more 
straight-laced rivals, is a unique selling point in the sector. 

It’s also a bit of a looker and comes complete with a tow¬ 
ering driving position, lots of legroom for five and a boot big 
enough to create echoes. 

It’s a family car, then, but one for parents who really take 
pride in their choice and want something they can con¬ 
sciously enjoy owning. 

This car summed up in a single word: Smooth. 

If this car was a: Character in a soap opera, it would be 
good-looking, easy-going and talented.

MG must be hoping that less is more with the 
relaunch of the larger of its two models, the 
blink-and-you’ll-miss it MG6. 

Now the company, based in China but with a mod¬ 
est UK home in the Birmingham factory where the 
original Mini was once built, is slashing prices of the 
MG6, ditching the option of a petrol engine and boot¬ 
ing out the saloon version too. 

That leaves a pared down range, costing £3,000 less than 
before, with modest changes to looks inside and out, slight¬ 
ly better performance and economy from its diesel engine 
and a boost to the already high standard equipment count. 

And MG will be pretty happy if it sells 600 of them this year 
through a growing dealer network enjoying fast-rising sales, 
mostly of the smaller MG3 hatch. 

Like that lively little runaround, its big brother MG6 has 
no-haggle prices (so don’t try), but with the cheapest model 
in the three-car line-up costing just £13,995 there shouldn’t 
be many potential customers who don’t regard it as a bit of 
a bargain anyway. 

They’ll be getting an S grade car with air con, hill start 
assist (it hangs on to the brakes for a moment after you 
release the pedal on a slope) and even heated front seats 
(they’ll cost you £300 on a £35,000 Audi) and an engine 
that provides enough performance and a likely 50mpg in 
everyday use. 

The £16,195 TS version brings satellite navigation (a new 
system that works well), along with Bluetooth and a DAB 
radio, auto lights, wipers and dimming mirror and rear park¬ 
ing sensors. 

That’s surely the version to go for if you can possibly af¬ 
ford the extra monthly payments, although the range top¬ 
ping TL (£17,955) does add a touch of modest luxury, with 
leather trim, electric seats, dual zone climate control and a 
rear parking camera. 

All of which may make you wonder how the likes of Ford, 
with the Focus, Vauxhall with the Astra and Skoda’ with the 
Octavia (all quoted as chief rivals) actually manage to move 
any metal at much greater prices - up to £7,000 more in 
some cases, before you factor in a discount or two. 

Well, even MG would agree the opposition “might per¬ 
form slightly better”, and it does. The MG6, especially this 
reworked version actually feels pretty good on the road, 
pulling well without too much diesel clatter and urged along 
with a fine new feel to the gear change. 

Rides and handles decently too; you can tell final fettling 
has been done by British engineers on our uniquely chal¬ 
lenging UK road surfaces (German prestige marques please 
note), but without that final veneer of class that you’ll find in 
the best of the MG6’s competitors. 

Inside, the new car feels usefully more classy than before 
but the feel of its plastics and the look of the instruments 
won’t worry a Skoda driver, although an MG buyer may be 
more interested in the spacious back seat and big boot of 
his car rather than spending time rapping the dash with his 
knuckles. 

But you must then skip back to the prices and ask: “Is this 
is a car I could live with, while pocketing the thousands of 
pounds I’d save by buying one?” 

There ought to be at least 600 people this year who an¬ 
swer with a resounding “yes!”.

Boxer Lukes forward 
to hometown bout 


BLOXWICH’S Luke Paddock will tick 
over with a tune up on home turf this 
weekend before he finally makes his 
first defence of the Midlands light 
welterweight title. 

‘Cool Hand’ is first looking to go four 
rounds with durable journeyman Matt 
Seawright at Walsall Town Hall on Satur¬ 
day’s fight night. 

The British Boxing Board of Control have 
made Aston’s Chris Truman the mandatory 
challenger to his belt, a contest due to take place 
in the summer. 

The bout will soon be confirmed for Saturday 
June 6 at Wolverhampton Civic Hall, where they 
were due to meet for the then-vacant crown last 
October before Truman pulled out. 

Paddock went on to claim the strap by out¬ 
pointing Stoke’s Josh McLaren in December 
with Newark’s Fergus Taylor, another consid¬ 
ered as an opponent, then lined up for a shot.
